Dear Deputy Director Barry: 

On May 2, 2010, your office provided my staff with data regarding the top ten 
prescribers of several pain management and mental health drugs in your state. These 
types of drugs have addictive properties, and the potential for fraud and abuse by 
prescribers and patients is extremely high. Mental health drugs continue to be 
prescribed at astounding rates and pain management clinics are turning into a hotbed 
for black market painkillers. When these drugs are prescribed to Medicaid patients, it is 
the American people who pay the price for over-prescription, abuse, and fraud. 

After an extensive review of prescribing habits of the serial prescribers of pain 
and mental health drugs in your state, I have concerns about the oversight and 
enforcement of Medicaid abuse in your state. While I am sensitive to concerns about 
the potential for misinterpretation of the data you provided, the numbers themselves 
are quite shocking. 

For example, the top prescriber of OxyContin wrote 547 prescriptions for the 
drug in 2009— more than five times the amount of the tenth provider on the list. This 
doctor also leads in prescription of Roxicodone with more than triple the tenth 



prescriber on the list. These outliers are consistent with several of the antipsychotic 
drugs as well— with the top prescribers writing double or triple the number of 
prescriptions as the other prescribers on the list. 

It is my intention to ensure that each of the states is adequately monitoring, 
investigating, and stopping fraud and over-prescription of these types of drugs. 
Therefore, please provide answers to the following questions: 

h What action, if any, has your agency taken with respect to the prescribers 
identified to the Committee? 

2. If there has been no action taken with respect to these prescribers, please 
explain why not. 

3. Please identify which of the providers identified to the Committee remain 
eligible to bill the Medicaid Program. 

4. Please provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescribers of these 
same drugs. 

5. Has each of these prescribers been cross-checked for complaints or 
misconduct with the state medical board or the National Practitioner Data 
Bank? If not, do you plan to do so? 

6. Have any of the prescribers identified to this Committee been referred to 
your state medical board? 

7. Is there any system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive 
prescription writing? If not, why not? 

8. Have you received any training or guidance from the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Studies to help identify potential issues with prescription 
drugs? 

9. Does your state maintain a database of all prescribed controlled-substances? 
If so, what entities have access to it? 

10. Does your state have any point-of-sale restrictions related to maximum units, 
prior authorization, therapeutic duplication, or early refill? If not, why not? 

11. Were any of these top ten prescribers identified in the federal-mandated 
Drug Utilization Review or CMS-base retrospective reviews? 

12. Does your state have any programs in place to educate providers about the 
prescription of antipsychotics to children and adolescents?

What action, if any, has your agency taken with respect to the prescribes identified to the 
Committee? 



The Department has reviewed the top prescribers and cross checked them for specialties. Through 
prior authorization requirements, provider contact has increased allowing for the suggestion of 
alternative therapies and enhanced safety through increased monitoring. In addition, we are 
working with our Retro DUR Vendor to create a provider targeted education program. 



If there has been no action taken with respect to these prescribers, please explain why not. 

The Department's approach has been to increase interaction with prescribers, and to require 
appropriate justification and monitoring when drug therapy is medically necessary. We hope to 
further these efforts with targeted education. 



Please identify which of the providers identified to the Committee remain eligible to bill the 
Medicaid Program. 

The following providers are no longer enrolled in the Medicaid Program: 1265593834, 1679562763 
and 1154379840. The other providers have maintained their enrollment status. 



Please provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescribers of these same drugs. 
The top prescribers for 2010 and 2011 can be found at the end of this document. 



Has each of these prescribers been cross-checked for complaints or misconduct with the state 
medical board or the National Practitioner Data Bank? If not, do you plan to do so? 

On an individual basis, outlier prescribers which have been identified through subsequent analysis 
are cross-checked with the state medical board information. The top prescribers in question 4 will 
undergo such screening in the near future. Assuming that access to the National Practitioner Data 
Bank is granted to our Department, a query will be submitted cross-checking that resource as well. 

Have any of the prescribers identified to this Committee been referred to your state medical board? 
At this time, no practitioners have been referred by our program to the state medical board. 



7. Is there any system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive prescription writing? If 
not, why not? 

The Department uses the Enterprise Fraud and Abuse Detection System (EFADS) to examine 
provider prescription writing and identify outliers. 



8. Have you received any training or guidance from the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Studies to 
help identify potential issues with prescription drugs? 

Guidance has not been provided to Department Pharmacy staff to help identify potential issues. 



9. Does your state maintain a database of all prescribed controlled-substances? If so, what entities 
have access to it? 

The State Board of Pharmacy has created a Prescription Drug Monitoring Program (PDMP). Since its 
implementation, the PDMP only grants authorization to prescribers and pharmacy providers. Our 
requests for access have been denied. 



10. Does your state have any point-of-sale restrictions related to maximum units, prior authorization, 
therapeutic duplication, or early refill? If not, why not? 

The Colorado Medicaid program has created pharmacy edits under the stated categories for 
individual drugs and drug classes. For example, long-acting narcotic agents are limited to their FDA 
approved max units per day. In addition, the system requires that 85% of the previously reimbursed 
supply has been exhausted before allowing additional fills on all controlled substances. The system 
also requires that 75% of the previously reimbursed supply has been exhausted before allowing 
additional fills for all non-controlled prescriptions. Prior authorization edits are in place for 
maximum units in both the long-acting opioid class and the atypical antipsychotics class. 

11. Were any of these top ten prescribers identified in the federal-mandated Drug Utilization Review or 
CMS-base retrospective reviews? 

Our reviews for Drug Utilization Review often have an expanded scope compared to the current 
analysis. That being said, some prescribers from this analysis do show up in our retrospective 
utilization reports. 



12. Does your state have any programs in place to educate providers about the prescription of 
antipsychotics to children and adolescents? 



The program currently has an algorithm for providers, which aids providers in the process of 
prescribing antipsychotics by outlining the positive and negative aspects of each. For 
prescribers wishing to initiate therapy with an atypical antipsychotic in a child less than five 
years of age, there is a manual review process in place. The Department sends out an 
educational letter requesting supporting information in the areas of: other therapies tried; 
failed or contraindicated medications; family history considerations; indication for therapy; 
target symptoms and level of aggression or impairment. The prior authorization review 
encourages evidence-based decision making, follow-up monitoring and discontinuation planning 
as part of the Prior Authorization process. The Department is currently working with a group of 
stakeholders to address issues among prescribers seeing Foster Care children. Our DUR team at 
the University of Colorado School of Pharmacy is helping to identify outlier prescribers. In 
addition, they are examining over and under utilization of antipsychotics, and the team is 
looking for ways to offer educational opportunities to P&T Committee Members and Medicaid 
Prescribers and Pharmacists. Currently, the DUR Newsletter and provider mailings are our key 
communications that provide provider education.
